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Finance Minister Fleming 
Addresses Meeting 

Western farmers are already reaping the 
benefits of the government's action in pegging 
the dollar, according to Finance Minister Don¬ 
ald Fleming. 


The devaluation of the dollar, 

he said, has already resulted in 

an increase in "prices wetched" 

for Canadian wheat sold abroad. 

“And already most heads of 
farm organizations have favor¬ 
ably acclaimed the government 
action.” 

The minister of finance was 
speaking to about 200 members 
of the Macleod constituency at a 
rally in Blairmore on Thursday 
evening, May 24. 

Mr. Fleming also denied recent 
statements made that citrus fruits 
and other products would be in¬ 
creased in price to any great ex¬ 
tent because of the pegging of the 
dollar. 

“The reason we are paying more 
for citrus fruits is because storms 
in the U. S. destroyed the crops 
and even the Americans are pay¬ 
ing more for their fruit.” 

Canada imports most of its cit¬ 
rus fruits. 

“Surely they are not going to 
blame us for producing storms in 
the United States,” he said. 

As far as any other products 
are concerned, the increase, if any, 
will be about one thirty-eighth of 
the cost of the imports, he said. 

The “gloomy gentlemen” (Lib¬ 
erals) are trying to make a big 
deal of this, he commented, but 
their efforts are a complete hoax. 

The Liberals not long ago at a 
Dominion rally stressed that the 
devaluation of the dollar was vital 
to the economic advancement of 
the country. 

“Now they are refuting them¬ 
selves and are trying to falsify the 
records.” 

Mr. Fleming said the Liberals 
are making a “great to-do” about 
the devaluation but the people must 
weigh the evidence. 

“The results of the devaluation 
are a possible one thirty-eighth 
increase in price of imports com¬ 
pared to the resulting value of ex¬ 
panding opportunities, increasing 
exports, creating jobs and other 
benefits,” he said.

“We now have a 100-cent dollar 
compared to a dollar that was 
worth 60 cents in purchasing pow¬ 
er when the Liberals were in of¬ 
fice in 1956.” 

The finance minister said the 
government had to peg the dollar 
according to international mone¬ 
tary fund regulations — the only 
question was when and how much. 

By pegging the dollar, Mr. Flem¬ 
ing said, Canada will gain stabil¬ 
ity in its economic system. It will 
be a benefit to Canadian business, 
especially to the tourist trade. 

Mr. Fleming attacked another 
one of the main Liberal criticisms 
of the present government — the 
year deficit spending. 

The Liberals have been making 
a big fuss over what we have been 
spending, he said. But one of the 
proposals they make in their elec¬ 
tion campaign is to add another 
billion dollars a year to the over¬ 
all budget for their own proposed 
projects. 

He reiterated the Conservative 
reasons for deficit spending as in¬ 
creased aid to the provinces each 
year, increases in Old Age Pen 
sions and other benefits. 

“If we had not increased aid we 
would have recorded an accumu¬ 
lative surplus of $400,000,000 in the 
past five years,” he said. 

The Liberals don’t dare tell the 
reasons behind the deficit spend¬ 
ing, he said. 

Mr. Fleming stressed the gov¬ 
ernment’s action in developing na¬ 
tural resources and other records 
of the government. 

“The government stands on its 
record — the greatest record of 
any political party in Canada’s his¬ 
tory,” he said. 

He predicted a Conservative win 
in the June 18 election and dis¬ 
credited any national party claims 
by Social Crediters or the New 
Democratic Party. 

The NDP doesn’t stand for any¬ 
thing new and they are not demo¬ 
cratic, he concluded.

Walter Badzioch Saves 
Coleman Child From Drowning 

"Lady Luck" smiled on an 18-month-old 
Coleman girl Wednesday afternoon, May 30, 
when the child was safely pulled out of Crows 
Nest River by an unemployed miner, who an¬ 
swered the child's young brother's frantic calls 
for help. 


Walter Batjzioch, a 65-year-old 
Coleman miner, was sitting in his 
yard talking to a friend, Joe “Ma¬ 
chine-gun” Moscianica, a Coleman 
trucker. 

Mrs. Mary Badzioch, also in the 
yard, heard a child calling near 
the Crows Nest River, about 100 
feet from the Badzioch home. Mrs. 
Badzioch told her husband to go 
and see what was the matter, and 
Walter, thinking it was just some 
children playing, was not going to 
go, but on second thought went to 
see why the child was(screan ing. 

Looking over the bank Mr. Bad¬ 
zioch saw a little boy, two and a 
half year old Grant Jackson stand¬ 
ing on a rock near the water and 
calling, his sister, 18-month-old 
Lorraine, was in the river. 

Sensing the need for quick action 
Mr. Badzioch, now accompanied 
by Mr. Moscianica, ran down the 
bank of the swollen river and saw 
what appeared to be a doll float¬ 
ing down the middle of the river, 
face up. Running downstream, 
along the side of the 40-foot-wide 
river, the two men in a combined 
effort were able to get hold of the 
child and remove her from the 
water. 

The child, unconscious, was car¬ 
ried up the bank and Mr. Badzi¬ 
och, not an expert at artificial res¬ 
piration, was for a split second at 
a loss on what to do, but having 
seen mouth-to-mouth respiration on 
television, he felt there was no¬ 
thing to lose, so he applied mouth- 
to-mouth respiration to the child 
and after a short while the child 
responded and opened her eyes 
to look into the kind eyes of Mr. 
Badzioch, who then began mov¬ 
ing the little girl’s arms to free 
her lungs of the remaining water. 
Mr. Badzioch, soaking wet, accom¬ 
panied by Mr. Moscianica, with 
Grant, took the little child home lo

1. Read the label on container 
very carefully and use only as 
recommended by the manufac¬ 
turer. 

2. Be careful to avoid contamin¬ 
ating food, dishes, glasses and 
clothing. 

3. When using powerful insecti¬ 
cides, e.g., Dieldrin, TEPP, 
etc., protective clothing must 
be worn and especially water¬ 
proof gloves. If used indoors 
or over long periods a mask 
should be worn. 

4. Avoid getting hands, arms, 
and face contaminated while 
handling insecticides. 

5. Always wash your hands, arms 
and face with lots of water 
when finished applying insecti¬ 
cides. 

6. Always keep poisons away 
from children. 

Weed killers which are used 
very extensively now-a-days are 
usually very poisonous, and if 
applied to lawns, make sure bab¬ 
ies and children do not play and 
roll in the grass for a few days. 
Children have been known to take 
grass in their mouths, chew it and 
even eat it. 

The signs and symptoms of poi¬ 
soning from these chemicals are 
often very similar to common ill¬ 
nesses. They cause abdominal pain 
and gastrict disturbances, head¬ 
ache, dizziness, diarrhoea, dark- 
colored urine and jaundice. 

Therefore, if any persons feels 
sick and has been using these 
toxic substances, they should make 
sure to inform their family physi¬ 
cian of this fact. 

With proper care and precaution 
we should all enjoy a lovely, in¬ 
sect - free summer - time, without 
marring it by careless handling of 
insecticides, fungicides and herbi¬ 
cides.

Water Safety 
Around The 
Home 

1. Children must be watched con¬

If victim is an adult lie him on the 
ground in a jack - knife position 
and slap him sharply between the 
shoulder blades.

Skin Divers Probe Crows Nesi 
Lake In Search For Lost Whisky 

Two Calgary frogmen, Don McPhee and 
Tom Ward, adventurously visited the murky 
depths of Crows Nest Lake recently, in hopes 
of finding the legendary lost "train-load of 
booze" that supposedly is lying in cold storage 
at the bottom of the lake. 


Icy cold weather, accompanied 
by rain, with dark, cloudy skies 
hmpered the search, and after a 
half hour of probing into 50 foot 
depths the men postponed the 
search until July, when they hope 
to re-visit the Pass with nine mem¬ 
bers of the Calgary “Mako” Shark 
and Skin Divers Club. 

Mr. McPhee is manager of the 
Dominion Group Insurance Com¬ 
pany of Calgary, and is also on the 
executive of the Alberta Skin Div¬ 
ers Council. He is married and has 
two children. Mr. Ward, also mar¬ 
ried, with three children, is also 
an insurance company manager. 

The couple recently visited the 
Pass with the hope of possibly lo¬ 
cating some evidence of the sunk¬ 
en train which is supposed to have 
gone off the tracks just west of 
the Sentinel power plant in the 
early 1900’s. 

Various reports would indicate 
that the traii-load of goods com¬ 
prised several box cars of whisky 
besides other merchandise. 

No confirmation of such a train 
mishap is recorded in this area, 
although some old-timers do often 
speak of such an event. 

Despite cold, early spring wea¬ 
ther and adverse conditions the 
two skin divers donned their out¬ 
fits and made a half-hour survey 
of the bottom of the lake on the 
north side, just west of the power 
house. The men went as deep as 
50 feet, but due to dark conditions 
of the sky and murky spring run¬ 
off water, the search was soon 
given up. 

The men report that the bottom 
of the lake is covered with a hea¬ 
vy accumulation of large bould¬ 
ers, heavy timber and a great ac¬ 
cumulation of quarter-inch thick 
wire. The divers also report that 
the lake fell off into what seemed 
to be a cliff and due to the poor 
visibility which forced the two men 
to hold hands under-water, the 
search was put off until this sum¬ 
mer when better conditions pre¬ 
vail. The men also report that the 
large rocks at the bottom of the 
lake at the 50-foot depth are coat¬ 
ed and covered with a quarter-inch 
thick covering of black silt, which 
appeared to be coal dust. When 
the rocks were touched by the 
men’s hands clouds of the dust 
would spread in the water, mak¬ 
ing visibility nil. An accumula¬ 
tion of dust, one-quarter of an inch 
thick on rocks would indicate a 
heavier covering on the lake bot¬ 
tom. 

The men report that a fall-off in 
the lake some 80 feet off the shore 
appears to be a cliff. This addi¬ 
tional depth over the 50 feet can 
be confirmed by a type of sonar 
depth sounding that was made last 
year by gas companies in the area 
who estimated the depth of the 
lake at this particular point to be 
about 90 feet. 

Mr. McPhee and Mr. Ward are 
two of the original members of 
the crew that, about one year ago, 
found the submerged train near 
Balfour, B. C. This train jumped 
the track in 1927, and the divers 
found the five box cars at the bot¬ 
tom of the lake in some 135 feet 
of water.

Four of the box cars were smash¬ 
ed and a fifth was intact and the 
divers were unable to open the 
doors on the box car to check the 
interior. 

Search for this train at Baifour 
was the result of local legends, 
and although many thought that 
such an incident had never hap¬ 
pened, Mr. McPhee reports that 
an old-timer of the area claimed 
he had seen the wreck and he 
brought the divers to the exact spot 
where he had seen the train go 
over. 

A search of the lake floor soon 
disclosed that the old-timer was 
right. After the story of the find 
appeared in the papers a CPR wid¬ 
ow phoned the divers and advised 
them that she knew exactly where 
the train went over. The divers 
plan on re-*vraking Balfour with a 
view to trying to locate the train’s 
engine. 

Legends of the train in the Crows 
Nest Lake reached the adventur¬ 
ous ears of the skin divers in Cal¬ 
gary about two years ago, and 
the men have been planning for 
some time. 

Just recently a number of cabins 
and buildings were found by the 
divers in the Banff - Lake Louise 
district at the bottom of a lake. 
Reports showed that the buildings 
had belonged to a construction out¬ 
fit building a dam in the district. 

Mr. McPhee has just returned 
from a trip to Mexico, where while 
on a five-day ocean cruise in the 
Gulf of Mexico, he shot 1600 feet 
of colored 16mm movie film of 
underwater life. The film is to be 
shown on channel four in Calgary 
and possibly on the Lethbridge sta¬ 
tion. Mr. McPhee also took 160 
35mm colored underwater slides 
of underwater life. 

Mr. McPhee plans to visit Puget 
Sound and the Queen Charlotte 
Islands on a holiday this fall and 
while there intends to do a consid¬ 
erable amount of skin diving.
